The arr.ied vcf- 
fellf under the Gommodorff were dil’pHichcd 
by Admiral Cochrane to itJiil ns— I'hc Sun- 
day following, 
about ten o’clock in the 
m o rn in g , we paiTid a!on^ d o te to the prin­ 
cipal town of the Spauiib Iflind of M-i«uc- 
ficta— 've could eafily diiliuguüli the iuha- 
b itants coming out of the church to dciiiiu 
the town, fuppofn'g our intention was to at- 
ta c k . 
As we paiTcd along, the Grand B it- 
te ry in rhe town fired fcvcral fliot at os w ith­ 
o u t eflfcft. 
W e kept in cur cuurfe until wc 
. arrived off Coche, between M a rg u tritia and 
the M a in e , where wc came* to anchor that 
day at 3, P. M . and remained there until 
n e x t d^y ; we then purfu rJ ourvoy:^ge until 
the I ft of A ugui\, when we arrived in the 
B a y of Ua V c h de Coro* 
Tl'.e Royal City 
o f La Vela d:: Coro, as thc^ Spaniards call it, 
ii ( i ta i t td in the E . part of ihe b.*.y of th it 
n a m e . 
W c came to anchor on the Weft fidr 
o f the bay, owing to the miftake of ih: Pilot 
in the night, frvcn or eight miles to leeward 
o f the city. 
W c attempted to 
debark at 
d iy-light next morning without fucccfs, ow* 
ing to a (Irong head wind and'a heavy fca ; 
o u r difappointment gave the inhabitants 
an 
opportunity of carrying a ^ a y the public aud 
private treafure, which wa|i effcAually done. 
T h e morning after, we landed to the number 
o f 150, including marines and Tailors, and 
although the town was defended by 15 pieces 
o f artillery, 400 infantry and fooie cavalry, 
v e 'd r o v e the enemy from pod to poll, and 
in half an hour the city w^s ours, and the 
C olum bian F U g hoiAed at the principal b a t­ 
t e ry ; we had only one m an wounded, the 
Spanifli troops were panic-ftruck, and fired 
a t random. 
T h e ardour and brlAcaefa of the 
a tta c k, quite aftoniibed the Dons ; we took 
5 0 of the Indians prifoners, armed with bows 
and arrows. 
O ur troops had been all the day 
before cooped up in the boat, trying to land, 
a n d Were fo fatigued th a t they could not o- 
v ertake the enemy, the moll of whom took 
t h e road to Coro, 12 miles S« W .. of La V cl u 
“W e fpent the day in debarking more troops, 
a n d reconnoitring the different roads and en> 
‘virons of the city, and in pofting fentinel«. 
A b o u t midnight we marched for Coro, with 
t w o pieces of light artillery, and about two 
h undred and fifty men; including failors and 
marines. 
Gen. M iranda hoped tu fiuprize 
t h e enemy at break of day, before the K i n g ’s 
tre a fu re could be removed; but he was difap* 
pointed, for we found an empty c i t y ; the 
inhabitants fled to the mountaiua with their 
Yalaables, « few old men and women, fome 
negroes and children, and a few tables and 
chairs only remained. 
Coro is one o f the 
«arlieil built cities c f Spanifli America ; it is 
tegularly laid out and welUbuilt, every haufe 
is almoft cannon, proof { they are generally 
bu ilt of Hone, which they cover with a white 
plaifler, and the roofs are generally of ftrong 
h eavy t i l e s : the city is about four miles in 
circumference. 
T h e re is a large cathedral 
an the centre fquare of the city, fuperbly o r­ 
n a m e n te d within with gold \ it has a number 
o f altars around it, within and over every 
altar is a niche, containing, in coloured wax, 
either Jefus Chriit, the Virgin« or fome of 
t h e Saints. 
T h e re are feveral other public 
buildings for the Religious, am ong them is 
a n elegant and extenfive Convent of Francif- 
c an Friars ; 
it was built by one of the 
C ^ ee n s of Spain, and prefented to thofe F ri­ 
ars : it is called the Convent of St. F r a n c i s : ' 
i t has fifteen altars magnificently inlaid with 
gold, and the vaulted roofs over the altars

A lte r rcmaining 4 or five days at Coro, 
endeavouring in vain toperfu^de the inhali- 
tanis to return tó the city, we returned to 
L< V^Ia, where we waited Tome days for 
news from our frisnds in the interior ; not 
reCfivifig any, and moil, of the fliips being in 
want nf water, V* embarked and came here 
to fnpply burfilves. In the m stn time G ene­ 
ra! Miranda difpatched two veffels, one to 
.\diniral Cochrane on the windward flation, 
i t Barbadoes, and another to Admiral Dacres 
on the leeward ftation at Jamaica, to inform 
them of our proceedings, and I believe to ob­ 
tain fome troops, tbe general having prewi- 
oufly iieard, as I learned, that the Duke of 
K e n t had arrived with 
10,000 
troops at 
Jamaica, a p:irt of whcih are deflined to aiHil 
us. 
W e have recently received information 
that one of Miranda's friends h a s 'a corps of

E xtract y f a lctttr from an officer belonging 
to the expedition under Gen. M iranda, to 
bis brother in the citj c f New-York, dated 
Island 
of Aruba, 
7 
leagues west 
of 
Curr acoa, August 23, i8g6« 


44 W e arrived here on the 16‘h inft. al! in 
pood health. 
W e left Trinidad the 241b 
July, in company with the Lvliy floc p of war, 
Capt. C'tfnpoeil, who ait* as Commodore in 
the exp'dition, his M ajrfty’i brigs Express 
and Attentive, 
and the lchnoner Provoft 
two gun-boa!s, carrying each a 24-poun der. 
m d an American brig with pavilions, and 
our own (hip the Leander. 
The art md vcf- 
felT under the Commodore were ciifpatched 
by Admiral Cochrane to atli t us— The bun* 
day following, 
anour ten o’clcx k in the 
m orning, we pilled alon^ d o le to the prin- 
cipal town of the Spauilh M in d of M<gue- 
ricta — vs could eafily diftiugmDt the inha­ 
bitants coming out of the church to defend 
the town, fuppofi' g our intention was to a t­ 
tack. 
As we palTcd along, the Grand l i t ­ 
tery in the town fired Cvrral (hot at os with­ 
out effcrt. 
W e kept in cur cuurfe until we 
arrived off Coche, between M *rgueritta and 
the M aine, where w r ram<* to anchor that 
day at 3, P. M . and remained there until 
next d<y *, we then purlued our voyage until 
the ifl of Auguft, when we arrived tn the 
Bay of La Vela de Coro. 
T h e Royal City 
o f La Vela de C oto, as tho Snaniaids call it, 
is fitUited in the E. part of the b?.y of t h u 
name. 
W e came to anchor on the Weft fide 
of the bay owing to the miftake of th? Pilot 
in the night, f'ven or eight miles to leeward 
of the city. 
W e attempted to 
debark at 
d*y*light next morning without fuccefs, ow. 
ing to a ftrong head wind and a hear y fea t 
our difappointment gave the inhabitants 
an 
opportunity of carrying away the public aud 
private treafure, which was cffcrtually done. 
T h e morning after, we lauded to the number 
o f 150, including marines aud failors, and 
although the town was defended by 15 pieces 
of artillery, 400 infantry and Tome cavally, 
w c'd ro v e the enemy from port to pod, aud 
in half an hour the city was ours, and the 
Columbian Flag hoiftcd at the principal bat­ 
tery ; we had only one man wounded, the 
Spanifh troops were panic-ftruck, and fired 
a t random. 
T h e ardour and br fknefs of the 
attack, quite aftonilh'd the Dims ; we took 
50 of the Indians prifoners, armed with bowr. 
and arrows. 
Our troops had been all the day 
before cooped up in the boat, trying to land, 
and were to fatigued that they could not o- 
vertake the enemy, the mod of whom took 
th e road to Coro, 12 miles S. W . of La Vei l. 
W e fpent the day in debarking more troops, 
and reconnoitring the different roads and en
